And that ſome of us have cak'd 
their Books, Light riſe» ont of Darknep,, Shields of Truth, Fc. they 
underſtood it not, but metaphorically or figuratively, by ſome Me- 
tonymy, as is common in all Titles of Books, but we have alwaycs 
preferred the Scriptures to our Writings.

without all outwa:d Teaching, but by it, Inſtrumentally, and by the 
immediate Revelation and [nſpiration of the Spitit, Principally ; and 
we are ſufficiently charitable, that we judge, there ar: truz Believers 
among th:m (thovgh we cannot own their viſible Chu ch ) that cither 
hold not theſe Errors with them, or if ſome hold them in words, 


or Notion, and Theory, yet as in reſpe:t of their Experience and in- 


ward ſence and feclirg, hold them zot, buc thecontrary; and ſuck 


have better Hearts than Notions; and though they err in holdirg 
an unſound ferm of Word:; through too much relying pon ther 
Teachers, yet their inward ſence and experience doth contradict 
them. Andia all theſe twelve Particulars 1 firſt charg<d upon them 

I ſtill affirm, they do giolly err, and they are ſuch great watters of 
Difference betwixt them and us, although they are not all Funda- 
mentals, that no Society holding ſuch Errors, deſerve to be eftcemed 
the viſible Chu: ch of Chiiſt, rejtored to that purity of Dottrine thax 
the viſible Church ought to bave, and had in the primitive Times, 
and yet will have, as ſhe cometh to be fully reſtored to her primitivs 
Purity. Ard though it ſcem a ſtrange and new Dattrine to C. M. 
and his Brethren, to diſtinguiſh betwixt the Scripture, called by 
ſome the external or outward Word, and the irward living Word of 
God that | ——_ from the Mouth of God immediately, as cvery 
mans word that proceedeth from his Month, and goerh into the Ears 
of the tlearers, 1s his immediate Word; yet not only antient Wri- 
ters and Fathers, ſo called, did fo diitinguiſh, but even theſe called 
the Reformed, who began the Reformation from groſs Prep:ry.

acknowledge, That the [luminanion that uu generally in men, that teache 
eth them that there is a God, and ſhoweth them goed and evil, wu a Prin- 
Ciple above Flumane Reaſon : As among Erg'ih Proteſtants, Henry 
Moore, cited by Inercaſe Mather againſt tha Luakgrs, and praiſed by 
Baxter, as above, who ſaith exprell;, in his Moral Cabbals, cop. 1. 
v. 1» 2. of Geneſis, By the Will of God every manliving on tize face of 
the Earth, hath theje two Principles in him, Maven and Earth, Divinity 


and Annimality, Spirit and Fleſh; but that woich s Animal or Natural 


operates firſt, the ſpiritual or heavenly Life being for « while cloſed up at 
relt inies own Principle, &c. but by the Will of Godt is, that afterwards
